Trucks equipped with pneumatica 
should be o.-ipoclally c:iri'ful lo avoid 
■this aort of damage to their tires. A 
truck In backing up to a curb to d<a- 
cbarga a load will often eraab lato a 
curbatoae. Tha weight of the track 
ebmbiaed with the tonnage of Its car- 
go, causes an especially damaging 
blow to the tire. Curbstone ruptures 
of this sort in big pnuematica usually 
cause the tire to blow J«Bt above the 
head.
